Charged With Swindling 


Kansans in Oil Deal.

DETROIT, Mich., April 11.— 
Donald D. Fitzgerald, former St. 
Louis broker, who was sentenced 
to a two-year term in Leavenworth 
penitentiary trom St. Louis nine 
years ago for mail fraud, was ar- 
raigned here yesterday before 
United States District Judge Tut- 
tle on a charge of engineering a 
$30,000 oil swindle. 

Postoffice Inspectors told the 
Court that Fitzgerald had served 
four penitentiary terms for swin- 
dling. Judge Tuttle set his bond 
at $50,000. In the indictment it 
is alleged he used the mails to de- 


‘fraud Walter Varnes and Charles 


J. Eddy, two Independence (Kan.) 
oil men, of $30,000. 

The money was taken, the Gov- 
ernment alleges, through the sale 
by Fitzgerald of a controlling in- 
terest in the Security Oil & Refin- 
ing Co., promoted by the Broker. 
Postoffice Inspectors charge Fitz- 
gerald fraudulently raised the 
statement of assets of the company 
from $20,000 to almost $2,000,000. 

Fitzgerald was head of the Fitz- 
gerald-Grenfell Brokerage Co., in 
the Boatmen’s Bank Building. An 
investigation of his operations in 
1917 showed he had sold about 
$200,000 worth of stock of the 
Mineral Farm Mining Co., which 
Federal agents said was worthless. 

Miss Catherine Lester, a schoo! 
teacher who then lived at 4004A 
North Newstead avenue gave Post- 
office Inspectors the information 
which led to the investigation of 
the broker's activities. She said 
she had invested her life savings, 
$3340, in the worthless stock Fitz- 
gerald pleaded guilty to a charge 
of defrauding her and was sen- 
tenced to two years in the peniten- 
tiary by District Judge Pollock 
March 4, 1918.

Bound to Consider 
Denial of New Tri 


Only Point of Law in 
al—- Guilt or Inno- 


ocence Not Weighed.

BOSTON, April 12.—The Massa- 
chusetts judicial system differs in 
so many respects from the systems 
of other states that hundreds of 
inquiries have been received here 
in the last few days asking for light 
on the Sacco-Vanzetti case. 

Those who believe in the guilt of 
the two Italians are very apt to 
ask why. The Supreme Court said 
they were guilty. 

But the two decisions handed 
down by the Supreme Court in the 
case contain no such statements. 

Indeed one of the arguments o% 
counsel for the defense, in the last 
hearing before the Supreme Court, 
was that Judge Webster Thayer 
had né6 right to say that the Su- 
preme Court had expressed such an 
opinion, when that court had mere- 
ly passed on the law. 

Does Not Pass On Evidence. 

The Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts does not pass on evidence. 

It has no right, under the stat- 
utes, to say that the jury misin- 
terpreted the evidence. That right 
is vested in the trial judge, and it 
permitted the Supreme Court 
merely to decide whether that trial 
judge, in rejecting a motion for a 
new trial, “exercised a proper ju- 
dicial discretion.” 

The precedent set for the most 
recent Supreme Court decision in 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case (which sus- 
tained Judge Thayer’s refusal of a 
new trial) was Davis vs. the Bos- 
ton Elevated Railway, a civil suit 
for damages. In that case the trial 
Judge’s refused a new trial on the 
ground that the new evidence was 
not important. The Supreme 
Court held that the only question 
before the court was whether the 
Judge could honestly and intelli- 
gently have arrived at the deci- 
sion.

The Su- 
preme Court of Massachusetts has 
expressed no opinion on the guilt 
of these two men. 

In the last appeal it was asked 
to order a new trial on the ground 
that Judge Thayer in refusing to 
accept the confession of Celestino 
F, Madeiros had abused his judi- 
cial discretion. Madeiros is now 
in the death house at Charlestown 
and will be executed April 27. 

Madeiros Confession Barred. 

He was convicted of the murder 
of a bank clerk in Wrentham. He 
confessed that he was a member 
of the gang which committed the 
South Braintree murders in 1920 
and that neither Sacco nor Van- 
zetti were in that gang.
